Testament standard that we are hor­ 
rified with these expressions. 
But we 
must understand that in the Old Test­ 
ament we have the history of the race 
recovering from the terrible results 
of the fall, a race of children seeking 
for the light. 
It is as hard for us to 
understand some of the expressions 
as it is for an adult man to under­ 
stand some of the feelings and ex­ 
pressions of a child. 
Yet in spite of 
this the Hebrew nation was 
of all 
contemporary nations the most en­ 
lightened and the most kindly and 
the most advanced in morals. 
It 
might further be said that the writ­ 
ers of the Psalms seemed to identify 
themselves with both God and the 
nation, so when they called 
down 
vengeance upon enemies, it was not 
a personal matter but it was patriot­ 
ism and loyalty to God. 
Just as to­ 
day if two nations are at war it is 
the hope of one that their enemies 
may be confounded. 
While we do 
not allow personal spite yet we do 
exalt national pride. 
These Psalms 
are “utterances full of sympathy with 
God’s righteous judgment. 
They are 
expressions of his, not personal, in­ 
dignation." 


It must be confessed that there are 
altogether too many prigs and weak­ 
lings in the pulpit, too many Miss 
Nancys, too many impractical theor­ 
ists and visionaries, too many who do 
not measure up to a high intellectual 
standard, and yet there are thousands 
of magnificent men in the ministry. 
But may I say one or two things in 
defense of the preachers? 
W hy are 
there not a greater number of strong 
men in the pulpit? 
One 
reason 
is 
that the remuneration of a minister 
is ridiculously small. 
Nineteen out 
of twenty preachers are put upon a 
bare living, able to eke out an ex­ 
istence with the utmost difficulty, de­ 
priving himself and family of books 
and 
clothing 
and 
comforts 
and 
schooling that most of his congrega­ 
tion enjoys. 
The average mechanic 
gets more than the average preach­ 
er. 
Many men of spirit revolt at 
such a condition of things and refuse 
to put their neck in the yoke. 
That 
is not saying that those who are re­ 
fusing to enter the ministry because 
there is not enough money in it are 
mercenary. 
It has been argued that 
men can do as much good if they are 
thoroughly conscientious and success­ 
ful Christian business men 
as they 
could in the ministry and thus they 
calm their conscience and turn to the 
business pursuits. 
I dare to make 
the statement that nine out of ten 
preachers if they had turned the?, 
time and attention to other things and 
spent as much energy and time in pre­ 
paring for their 
life 
work 
would 
make twice the amount of 
monej 
they now do. 
At least one preacher 
within twenty miles of La Crosse cut 
his income in two in order to take 
his charge. At conference one of the 
men came to me and said. “Brother 
Irish, I am struggling with a great 
temptation. 
I have just got an of­ 
fer of a good position at $1,500 per 
year. and the only thing in sight at 
conference is a charge paying $800." 
Yet that man deliberately refused the 
additional $700 a year in order to 
preach the gospel. 
Not all preach­ 
ers are heroes, but 
if the 
church 
would rise to the occasion and say 
that they would bear a share of the 
sacrifice and pay her preachers in 
some degree as the business men of 
the world are willing to pay for ser­ 
vice there would soon be a higher 
degree of ability in the pulpit. 
Furthermore, men do not do jus­ 
tice in their estimation of a preach­ 
er’s pulpit work. 
They hear great 
lecturers, and able lawyers, and com­ 
pare their preacher with those. When 
the fact is that a lawyer has very few 
speeches to prepare in a year, and a 
lecturer has spent years of time on 
his one lecture. 
Whereas, the minis­ 
ter must get up over loo discourses 
every year and make them interesting 
and fresh in order to hold the peo­ 
ple. 
Besides this there are the weekly 
prayer meeting 
talks, 
the 
Sunday 
school and details of church 
work 
to attend to. the thousand and one 
calls on his time. 
I would like to 
have the men who today complain 
of dull sermons 
try 
sermonizing. 
They would get along .swimmingly 
with the first and pretty well with the 
second, but would gradually change 
their minds as time wrent on. 
I re­ 
member hearing a certain lawyer de­ 
liver a Decoration Day address. 
He 
began by saying that the 
audience 
would have to excuse him if he re­ 
peated himself a little for he gave 
the address the last year also. 
A 
difficult thing to get lip two 
new 
Decoration Day addresses 
a 
year 
apart! Yet I believe a preacher who 
has not the ability to get up the loo 
sermons a year in such manner as to 
make them helpful and interesting has 
missed his calling. 
Undoubtedly this 
is one reason why men are not at­ 
tracted to the church.
